To schoose the following Town officers: Two Library Trustees for three years; three pence 
Viewers and Eield Drivers for one year; --one Measurer of wood, bark and lumber for one year. 

ARTICLE THREE 

To hear the report of the Finance Committee and to raise and appropriate and/or transfer 
monies for the budget for the ensuing piscal Year. 

ARTICLE EOUR 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation for the revenue for the piscal Year be¬ 
ginning July 1, 1981 and ending June 30, 1982, and to renew any note or notes as may be 
given for a period of less than one year in accordance with the provisions of the General 
Laws, chapter 4. 


ARTICLE PIPE 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,400.00 for the purpose 
of maintaining, during the ensuing year, the Mosquito control works as estimated and cer¬ 
tified to by the Reclamation Board in accordance -with the provisions of chapter 112, /sets 
of 1931. 


ARTICLE SIX 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of selectmen with the approval of the 
Finance committee to dispost of Tax Title property by public auction that comes into the 
possession of the Town. 


ARTICLE .SEVEN 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate and/or transfer the sum of $768.75 
for the purpose of Salisbury's share under chapter 433 of 1955 and to further regulate 
Greenhead ply Control projects. 


ARTICLE EIGHT 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate and/or transfer the sum of $21,677 
to be used under chapter 90. said work to be done under the direction of the Highway sur - 
veyor. or to take any other action relative to Mass. D-P.W. Highway Chapter Funds. 

ARTICLE NINE 

To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the parking Meter Receipts Account, the sum 
of $2,500.00 to the parking Meter Expense Account, or to take any other action in relation 
thereTol 

ARTICLE TEN 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate and/or transfer from available funds 
the sum of $10,000 to be used for parking Meter salaries Account or to take any other ac¬ 
tion in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE ELEVEN 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate and/or transfer from available funds 
the sum of $18,000 to be used to purchase two 1982 vehicles which shall be two four-door 
sedans. The present 1981 sedans are to be turned in an partial payment towards the pur¬ 
chase of said vehicles. All vehicles shall be equipped. 
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May 12, 1981.
